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BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


The  Board  submit  the  following  report  : 

The  number  of  nuisances  removed  during  the  past 
year,  nine,  caused  by  sink  drains  and  unsanitary  conditions 
around  dwellings  and  rubbish  piles.  Extreme  domestic 
unsanitation  was  observed  in  one  instance,  causing  ill 
health  to  members  of  the  family,  as  might  be  expected. 

A  nuisance  exists  on  Maple  street,  continuing  through 
summer,  which  can  be  abated  only  by  the  construction  of 
a  sewer  to  connect  with  sewer  on  Cedar  street.  Drain- 
age from  dwellings  flows  into  road  ditches  and  remains 
stagnant,  polluting  the  air,  and  disgusting  to  the  traveler. 
Ledges  so  near  the  surface,  prohibit  cess  pools,  and  cess 
pools  are  only  to  be  mentioned  to  be  condemned. 

Whooping  cough  prevailed  in  the  fall  months,  19 
scholars  in  the  village  school  failed  to  attend  the  greater 
.part  of  the  term.  School  house  was  thoroughly  fumi- 
gated, and  no  new  cases  reported. 

Many  cases  of  Tuberculosis  in  town: 

See  report  of  District  nurse,  who  is  doing  most  effi- 
cient work,  instructing  families  how  to  care  for  and  treat 
tuberculous  persons  and  prevent  spread  of  the  disease. 

Besides  a  record  of  contageous  and  infectious  diseases, 
the  true  function  of  the  department  of  health  is  something 
more  than  this.  It  relates  to  the  conservation  of  good 
health  for  all  our  people,  which  can  be  maintained  by  best 
sanitary  surroundings,  nutrition  and  observance  of 
Hygienic  laws. 

The  readiness  of  people  to  comply  with  the  health 
laws  is  appreciated  by  the  Board.

IMMEDIATE. 

Infection  from  parents,  from  houses,  schools  and  pub- 
lic buildings.  Lack  of  precaution  from  using  common 
utensils. 

PREDISPOSING. 

Contagious  diseases,  unsanitary  conditions  (only  a 
few)  tonsils  and  adenoids,  housing  conditions  including 
light,  ventilation,  temperature,  space,  etc.  Lack  of  per- 
sonal hygiene  and  enviroment. 

Work  done  among  tuberculosis  patients: 

The  advanced  cases,  to  isolate  as  far  as  possible, 
teach  precautions  to  prevent  spread  of  disease,  look  after 
welfare  of  patient  and  make  as  comfortable  as  possible. 

Moderately  advanced  cases,  teach  precautions,  and 
induce  patient  to  take  all  advantages  for  improvement. 

Incipient  cases,  to  follow  up  closely,  induce  patient 
to  take  all  advantages  for  cure. 

All  cases  are  advised  to  go  to  sanitoria  with  the 
consent  of  the  family  physician  and  when  circumstances 
allow. 

All  cases  who  do  not  use  proper  precautions  after  due 
instructions  have  been  given,  are  reported  to  the  boaid  of 
health. 

Arrested  cases  are  followed  up  for  a  certain  length  of 
time  after  patient  returns  to  work,  as  sometimes  their  old 
conditions  are  apt  to  return. 

Suspicious  cases,  as  enemic  children,  or  who  may  be 
in  poor  physical  condition  are  followed,  examination  by  a 


physician  advised  at  intervals  and  general  over  sightof  their 
health. 

Undiagnosed  cases  have  been  taken  on  as  patients, 
when  either  advised  by  the  board  of  health  or  physician, 
and  such  work  done  as  seemed  necessary. 

Cases  have  been  referred  by  the  board  of  health, 
physicians,  employers,  teachers,  superintendent  of  schools, 
clergymen,  relatives  or  friends  or  from  patients. 

Patients  under  care  of  a  private  physical!  cannot  be 
visited  professionally  by  the  nurse  only  by  co-operation  of 
the  physician,  unless  authorized  by  the  board  of  health, 
school  authorities,  or  some  legal  source.  Friendly  calls 
may  be  made,  however,  at  the  request  of  the  patient. 

PREVENTION  AND  EDUCATION. 

This  seems  to  be  the  basis  on  which  to  work  for 
extinguishing  tuberculosis  as  well  as  eliminating  other 
diseases  which  tuberculosis  and  its  causes  are  so  cl<  sely 
associated  with. 

The  subject  has  such  a  broad  field  that  it  is  impossible 
in  a  short  space  to  give  details. 

Public  meetings  have  been  conducted  by  the  Asso- 
ciation. Tuberculosis  week  was  carried  out  successfully 
in  December.  Mothers  meetings  in  the  interest  of  baby 
welfare  work  have  been  held.  Teachers  were  reached 
and  urged  to  report  contagious  diseases  to  the  board  of 
health  promptly  and  supplies  furnished. 

Vaccination  of  school  children  emphasized  for  protec- 
tion  of  small  pox. 

Distribution  of  reliable  literature. 
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"Local  medical  relief  from  association  for  defects  of 
health  to  those  with  insufficient  funds. 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the  most  general  ways  of  in- 
terpreting' the  principles  of  Public  Health. 

CO-OPERATION. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  the  different  organiza- 
tions and  societies,  the  work  has  progressed  much  more 
rapidly,  although  in  all  public  health  work  the  results  are 
exceedingly  slow. 

Massachusetts,  which  probably  has  the  most  efficient 
board  of  health  in  the  country,  is  still  confronting  the 
same  problems.  Their  preparedness  in  the  State  now  is  a 
health  officer,  dispensary  and  nurse  for  every  10,000  popu- 
lation, and  has  decreased  their  death  rate  markedly. 

We  have  the  compliments  of  the  State  association  that 
our  district  has  done  better  work  and  made  better  progress 
during  the  year  than  any  other  district  in  the  State.  Let 
this  message  be  conveyed  to  the  people  who  have  been 
keen  to  see  the  opportunities  for  "More  life  and  fuller," 
who  have  put  every  effort  forward  to  promote  health, 
efficiency  and  integrity  in  the  welfare  of  the  work.

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Collaboration  of  the  Library  and  the  Schools* 

The  teachers  in  the  village  grades  have  made  fuller 
use  of  the  library  this  year  than  ever  before,  and  children 
in  all  grades  have  been  sent  here  by  their  teachers  for 
books  suggested  for  their  reading  as  well  as  for  search 
work  from  our  reference  books,  so  that  even  the  youngest 
are  learning  to  turn  to  the  library  for  information  and  help 
as  well  as  for  pleasant  recreation. 

This  is'as  it  should  be,  but  the  crowds  in  the  reference 
and  study  room  from  the  close  of  the  afternoon  session  of 
school  as  well  as  through  the  evening,  when  older  students 
and  adults  are  looking  up  references,  or  reading  matter, 
have  been  such  that  seats  could  not  be  provided  for  all 
and  very  strict  regulations  as  to  communications  have  had 
to  be  enforced  in  order  that  those  studying  and  reading 
might  not  be  disturbed.  These  regulations,  when  they 
were  understood,  have  been  met  and  observed  with 
courtesy  and  good  will  by  patrons  of  all  ages,  even  the 
youngest  children  vying  with  each  other  in  trying  to  keep 
order  and  quiet  in  the  rooms. 

The  work  with  the  9th  grade  classes  this  winter  has 
given  even  better  results  than  in  former  years,  this  drill 
upon  how  to  use  the  library  to  the  best  advantage  must  be 
of  lasting  advantage  to  them  when  they  enter  higher 
schools  as  well  as  in  after  life.  The  library  management 
this  year  has  supplied  many  duplicate  books  suggested  by 
the  teachers  for  use  in  the  schools  and  hopes  to  supply 
many  more  in  the  future.  Since  every  school  can  not 
have  a  library  of  its  own,  the  public  library,  if  it  has  suffi- 
cient duplicates  of  the  most  necessary  books  for  supple- 
mentary reading,  snould  try  to  meet  this  need. 
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OUR  RURAL  SCHOOL  LIBRARIES. 
The  issue  of  books  to  homes,  and  the  use  made  of  the 
books  in  the  schools  cannot  be  reported  in  full  this  year 
because  they  have  not  circulated  regularly  except  in  a  few 
instances.  Where  they  have  been  used  in  the  schools  and 
returned  to  the  library  with  reports,  the  records  are  very 
gratifying  to  those  who  are  interested  in  their  work.  All 
records  thus  received  are  filed  here  in  the  library.  These 
libraries,  inaugurated  in  1904  by  Superintendent  Williams 
and  the  Thompson  *Free  Library  Management,  and  which 
have  circulated  successfully  through  our  outlying  district, 
during  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Williams  and  Mr.  Sturte- 
vant,  have  been  interrupted  in  their  work  for  the  past  two 
or  more  years  and  their  usefulness  largely  discounted  by 
lack  of  concerted  action  in  transporting  them.  This 
trouble,  which  caused  a  bad  break  when  Mr.  Emery  first 
became  superintendent  of  schools  here,  was  finally  tided 
over  for  a  time,  but  when  he  concluded  his  services  as 
superintendent  many  of  the  libraries  were  left  in  the  dis- 
trict school  buildings  and  were  not  returned  to  the  main 
library  until  late  fall  or  early  winter.  As  these  missing 
libraries  were  wanted  by  those  districts  which  had  prompt- 
ly returned  their  own,  matters  were  in  such  a  confused 
state  that  the  librarian,  despite  her  efforts,  was  unable  to 
make  them  right.  Substituting  other  boxes  for  the  miss- 
ing ones  as  was  done  in  several  instances,  only  increased 
the  confusion,  so  that  at  the  last  of  the  fall  term  and  the 
beginning  of  the  winter  it  was  almost  impossible  to  tell 
where  any  library  belonged.  The  librarian  then  took  the 
stand  that  when  all  the  libraries  were  returned  to  the  main 
library,  then,  and  not  till  then,  she  would  revise,  repair, 
print  the  necessary  labels  and  records,  and  make  the 
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boxes  ready  for  the  spring  term  as  usual,  providing  she 
can  be  assured  that  they  will  be  promptly  delivered  and  as 
promptly  returned  at  the  beginning  and  the  close  of  terms. 
Otherwise  it  will  be  impossible  for  her  to  attend  to  the 
work  and  keep  them  circulating  properly.  And  thus  the 
matter  stands  for  the  present.  At  the  present  writing,  two 
of  the  libraries  are  still  away  from  the  main  library.  As 
each  of  these  12  libraries  contains  from  50  to  75  books, 
some  700  or  more  books  have  to  be  inspected,  repaired  or 
replaced  by  hew  ones  by  the  librarian  e,.ach  time  that  they 
are  returned  between  the  terms,  and  the  summer  vacation 
has  been  the  time  selected,  heretofore,  for  a  thorough  re- 
vision and  overhauling  of  them.  I^ast  summer  as  there 
were  but  four  of  them  in  the  library  at  this  time  it  could 
not  be  done. 

The  argument  has  been  advanced  that  since  the  trans- 
portation of  these  boxes  is  not  regular  school  work,  it 
should  not  occupy  the  time  of  the  superintendent  of 
schools  at  a  time  when  he  has  so  much  other  work  to  at- 
tend to  as  at  the  beginning  and  close  of  terms.  Certainly 
his  duties  at  that  time  are  arduous  and  even  the  hiring  of 
that  work  done  may  be  more  than  he  can  spend  the  time 
to  oversee  successfully,  therefore  the  librarian  hopes  that 
the  suggestion  which  Mr.  Morris  tells  her  that  he  shall 
make  in  his  report,  viz: — that  the  work  be  delegated  to 
some  responsible  resident  in  each  district,  may  work  out 
successfully.  But  if  ten  people  are  thus  appointed,  and 
even  one  of  them  should  prove  remiss  in  the  carrying  out 
of  his  contract,  some  school  would  be  left  without  a  library 
however  promptly  the  work  of  their  own  district  had  been 
done. 

The  librarian,  however,  objects  to  the  claim  that  this 
is  not  regular  school  work,  and  she  thinks  she  would  be 
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sustained  in  this  by  the  concensus  of  opinion  of  the  best 
educators  in  the  country.  If  it  is  not  regular  school  work 
then  it  ought  to  be.  For  ten  years  now  it  has  been  a  reg- 
ular part  of  the  school  work  in  these  districts  as  has  the 
supplementary  work  which  the  library  has  given  daily  to 
the  grades  in  the  village  schools.  Indeed,  these  little 
libraries  were  started  with  the  idea  of  making  the  privi- 
leges of  these  rural  schools  more  equal  with  those  of  the 
village  grades.  Each  of  these  libraries  has  contained 
some  supplementary  reading  in  geography,  history,  nature 
work,  etc.,  and  its  juvenile  books  have  been  such  that 
while  they  appeal  to  young  people  and  their  literary  merit 
has  been  pronounced  good  by  competent  judges,  they  give 
lessons  in  thoughtfulness,  bravery,  manliness,  duty,  hon- 
esty, straight-forwardness,  chivalry,  patriotism,  kindness 
to  dumb  animals,  and  thus  without  obviously  pointing  a 
moral,  help  to  develop  character.  And  what  function  of 
our  schools  is  of  more  importance  than  this?  It  is  the 
business  of  the  schools  not  only  to  teach  mechanics  of 
reading  but  to  give  an  impulse  toward  the  kind  of  reading 
which  will  make  self-directing,  and  efficient  men  and 
women  worthy  of  citizenship  in  a  great  nation,  and  this 
the  teacher  is  expected  to  do.  But  can  she  do  this  with- 
out tools  to  work  with?  If  these  little  libraries  do  not  con- 
tain the  books  that  are  most  needed  in  these  schools,  then 
it  is  the  business  of  those  in  authority,  both  in  the  school 
and  in  the  library  to  see  to  it  that  they  do.  The  demand, 
if  persisted  in  will  create  the  supply.  If  Greek,  Roman 
and  English  history  aie  to  be  the  foundation  of  which 
United  States  history  is  to  be  taught  in  the  grades,  then 
every  rural  school  as  well  as  the  6th  and  7th  grades  in  our 
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villages  should  have  at  their  command,  "Guerbe's  or 
Tappan's  stories  of  the  Greeks,"  Lang's  Tales  ot  Troy 
and  Greece,  Kingsley's  Heroes,  Tappan's  England,  or 
like  books  which  are  couched  in  language  that  appeals  to 
childish  imaginations.  And  if  these  can  not  be  placed  in 
these  schools  as  regular  text  books,  then  they  should  be 
placed  in  each  of  these  libraries  if  they  are  to  continue  to 
circulate.

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Report  of  Superintending  Sciiool  Committee. 


The  Superintending  School  Committee  of  Dover, 
submits  the  following-  report  for  the  year  1915: 

It  seems  hardly  necessary  for  your  Committee  to 
make  any  report  of  matters  pertaining  to  the  schools  of 
Dover,  in  view  of  the  very  exhaustive  and  complete 
report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  There  seemed, 
however,  to  be  some  matters  that  were  not  contained  in 
his  report,  that  the  committee  thought  it  ought  to  dis- 
cuss to  some  extent. 

Your  Committee  believes  that  the  work  of  the 
schools,  during  the  year,  has  been  very  successful,  and 
the  teaching  force  as  a  whole  has  been  very  competent 
and  has  co-operated  with  the  Superintendent  and 
parents  to  obtain  the  best  results  possible  in  their 
school  work.  We  wish  especially  to  commend  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  for  the  good  results  he  has 
obtained  under  somewhat  adverse  circumstances,  com- 
ing as  he  did  into  a  new  field  of  work,  and  of  necessity 
being  handicapped  at  the  beginning.  But  by  hard 
work  and  the  desire  on  his  part  to  accomplish  results, 
coupled  with  the  energy  that  he  has  to  carry  out  his 
ideas  in  school  matters,  your  committee  believe  that  he 
has  given  to  the  town,  an  efficient  administration. 

Your  Committee,  as  many  of  the  voters  do  not 
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realize,  is  facing-  a  very  difficult  problem  in  respect  to  a 
Superintendent.  Unless  the  town  is  willing  to  increase 
the  appropriation  for  superintendent's  salary  so  that 
the  amount  will  be  in  keeping  with  what  the  other 
districts  all  around  us  are  paying,  we  are  liable  to  be 
confronted  with  the  necessity  of  employing  a  new  and 
inexperienced  superintendent  nearly,  if  not  every  year, 
for  the  reason  that  as  soon  as  they  get  the  one  or  two 
years'  experience  necessary  to  demand  the  higher 
salary  that  the  other  districts  are  paying  we  shall  lose 
them  and  be  obliged  to  repeat  the  process  of  breaking 
in  a  new  one  for  some  other  district.  In  view  of  this 
fact  and  also  in  view  of  the  fact  that  no  Superintendent 
can  much  more  than  hope  to  get  accustomed  to  his 
work,  his  teachers  and  his  schools  the  first  year,  would 
it  not  be  wise,  as  well  as  profitable,  for  the  town  to  do 
their  part  towards  making  this  salary  sufficient  to  hold 
a  superintendent  for  more  than  one  or  even  two  years 
if  he  gives  to  the  town  what  the  Committee  believes  is 
efficient  service?  This  is  a  matter  that  should  be  given' 
serious  consideration  in  making  this  appropriation,  for, 
the  efficiency  and  success  of  the  work  of  the  schools 
depends  to  a  great  extent  upon  the  Superintendent. 
You  may  have  an  efficient  teacher  but  without  the  co- 
operation of  an  efficient  Superintendent  you  cannot 
expect  the  best  results. 

One  other  very  important  matter  that  your  Com- 
mittee desires  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  voters  is 
the  matter  of  the  appropriation  for  common  schools. 
No  voter  will  dispute  the  assertion  that  the  most 
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important  question  that  municipalities  have  to  deal 
with  is  schools,  and  this  question  should  be  uppermost 
in  the  minds  of  every  voter.  The  education  of  the  boys 
and  girls  into  whose  keeping-  the  future  will  be  given 
in  charge,  but  not  without  soma  admonition  from  us  as 
to  what  we  shall  expect  from  them. 

The  town  of  Dover  in  the  past  has  been  very  liberal 
in  its  appropriation  for  common  schools,  and  the  Com- 
mittee hesitates  at  this  time  to  ask  for  the  increase  that 
is  recommended  in  the  Superintendent's  report,  but 
after  careful  study  of  the  whole  situation  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Superintendent  we  are  unable  to  see 
where  we  can  curtail  in  this  department  and  maintain 
the  standard  of  efficiency  demanded  at  the  present  time 
and  which  is  bound  to  be  increased  in  the  future.  It 
therefore  seems  to  your  Committee  that  it  is  squarely 
up  to  the  voters  to  say  whether  they  will  do  what  the 
Committee  and  Superintendent  asks  or  lower  the 
standard  of  efficiency.  The  members  of  this  Committee 
are  servants  of  the  people  and  desire  to  carry  out  their 
will.  The  only  possible  avenue  of  escape  as  it  seems  to 
the  Committee  is  to  cut  out  a  large  part  of  the  transpor- 
tation that  we  are  now  giving  to  the  outside  students. 
Do  you  want  this  done?  The  Committee  expects  to  be 
governed  by  your  votes  at  the  annual  town  meeting  as 
to  whether  this  shall  be  done  or  not. 

For  more  complete  information  as  to  repairs  made, 
school  work  and  school  needs,  we  refer  the  citizens  to 
the  report  of  the  Superintendent  to  us,  printed  here- 
with.   We  wish  to  call  special  attention  to  his  recom- 
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mendation  in  regard  to  a  school  physician,  the  appoint- 
ment of  which  is  authorized  if  the  town  so  votes,  by 
Chapter  73  of  the  Public  Laws  of  1909.  This  has  never 
been  done  by  the  town,  to  the  knowledge  of  the  present 
Committee  at  least,  and  your  Committee  believes  it  is  a 
very  important  matter  and  should  be  considered  and 
voted  by  the  town. 

The  town  will  elect  at  the  annual  meeting  1916,  one 
member  of  the  Superintending  School  Committee  to 
serve  three  years,  to  succeed  Frank  W.  Ball,  whose 
term  of  office  then  expires.

Coming  in  as  a  new  superintendent,  I  was  under 
the  necessity  of  finding  out  how  the  schools  of  the  town 
stood,  in  both  strength  and  weakness,  as  compared  to 
other  schools  of  the  State  and  nation,  so  that  we  might 
work  most  efficiently  to  get  the  best  results. 

Among  other  ways  of  investigating,  the  Courtis 
Standard  Tests  in  Arithmetic  were  used.  These  have 
been  used  in  most  of  the  larger  and  bettter  school 
systems  of  the  country  and  give  accurate  data  for  com- 
parison. According  to  these  tests,  the  schools  of  Dover 
are  only  slightly  below  the  average  of  the  very  best 
systems  in  the  country  in  arithmetical  achievement. 
Unfortunately  for  purposes  of  local  comparison,  Dover 
and  Foxcroft  were,  so  far  as  I  know,  the  first  places  in 
Maine  to  try  these  tests,  so  that  no  figures  are  available 
for  comparison  within  the  State  at  present,  However, 
several  systems  have  since  started  work  on  them,  and 
figures  should  be  available  before  long. 

To  determine  the  efficiency  of  the  schools  in  teach- 
ing handwriting,  compositions  were  collected  from  all 
the  pupils  without  telling  them  for  what  purpose  they 
were  to  be  used.  This  avoided  the  probability  of  the 
pupils  taking  more  than  ordinary  care  in  their  work. 
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These  samples  were  then  graded  according  to  a  scale 
prepared  by  Leonard  P.  Ayres  of  the  Russell  Sage 
Foundation,  which  scale  has  been  used  in  grading  many 
thousands  of  papers  from  over  fifty  of  the  larger  cities 
in  the  country.  Our  class  averages  were  compared 
with  class  averages  from  the  above  mentioned  cities, 
but  in  this  case  the  results  were  not  as  pleasing  as  in 
arithmetic,  for  our  schools  did  not  come  up  to  the 
standard.  Of  course  the  present  method  of  teaching 
writing  has  been  in  use  in  the  schools  here  only  a  little 
over  a  year,  and  it  may  be  that  improvement  will  come 
with  continued  use.  At  any  rate  we  shall  watch  for 
growth  very  carefully. 

It  was  also  planned  to  make  up  a  list  of  words 
which  our  schools  were  commonly  misspelling,  but 
when  a  count  was  made  of  the  mistakes  it  was  found 
that  very  few  were  made,  ranging  from  one  mistake  to 
each  hundred  words  written  in  the  ninth  grade  to  eight 
mistakes  to  each  hundred  words  written  in  the  fourth. 
When  it  is  taken  into  consideration  that  these  composi- 
tions were  written  in  a  limited  time,  under  the  eye  of 
the  superintendent,  and  without  any  dictionary  or  other 
aid  to  spelling,  it  must  be  conceded  that  in  spelling  our 
schools  are  certainly  doing  fine  work. 

It  is  an  important  fact  to  note  that  while  in  the 
lower  classes  (up  to  and  including  the  fifth)  the  rural 
pupils  did  almost  as  well  as  those  in  the  village,  in  the 
upper  grades  the  difference  become  more  marked  in 
each  successive  grade,  until  in  the  ninth  the  superiority 
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of  the  village  was  clearly  manifest.  This  brings  me  to 
the  subject  which  seems  to  me  to  be  the  most  important 
in  this  year's  report. 

RURAL  SCHOOLS. 

It  is  not  to  be  believed  that  the  mental  stock  of  the 
rural  population  is  any  poorer  than  that  of  the  village 
people.  Why  is  it,  then,  that  the  rural  pupils  can  not 
do  the  same  work  and  get  the  same  results  as  those  in 
town?  They  are  supplied  with  the  same  books  and 
other  materials  in  both  places,  and  the  school  year  is  of 
the  same  length.  I  doubt  if  anyone  will  disagree  with 
me  when  I  say  that  the  principal  reason  lies  in  the 
teachers.  Of  course  larger  classes  in  town  may  induce 
rivalry  and  thus  cause  the  pupils  to  work  harder,  but 
that  is  not  enough  to  explain  the  whole  difference. 
The  teachers  who  are  at  present  in  the  rural  schools  are 
conscientious  and  hard  workers,  and  some  of  them  are 
natural  born  teachers,  but  even  the  best  intentioned 
artisan  can  not  do  a  good  job  unless  he  knows  how  to 
use  his  tools.  The  teachers  in  the  village  schools  are 
normal  trained,  besides  having  had  experience  in  teach- 
ing. If  the  same  teachers  who  are  now  teaching  in  the 
rural  schools  could  have  the  benefit  of  a  course  in 
normal  school  they  ought  to  be  able  to  do  as  good  work 
as  those  in  town.  Of  course  the  superintendent  does 
the  best  he  can  to  improve  the  work  of  those  under  his 
control,  but  it  is  absolutely  impossible  in  the  few  visits 
a  term  that  he  can  make  to  give  as  much  instruction  as 
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can  be  obtained  in  two  years  of  hard  work  at  a  normal 
school. 

Many  people  have  come  to  me  about  the  rural 
schools,  and  have  asked  why  we  can't  have  normal 
trained  teachers  in  them.  I  was  talking-  to  the  prin- 
cipal of  one  of  the  State  normal  schools  last  summer.  He 
told  me  frankly  that  he  would  not  think  of  letting  any 
graduate  of  his  school,  who  was  worth  hiring  at  all, 
take  a  position  for  less  than  twelve  dollars  a  week. 
Now  the  appropriation  necessary  for  common  schools, 
just  large  enough  to  run  the  schools  in  the  same 
manner  as  they  have  been,  is  $3,950.  We  have  seven 
rural  schools  which  are  paying  an  average,  of  nine 
dollars  per  week.  To  secure  normal  graduates  at 
twelve  dollars  per  week  means  one  hundred  eight 
dollars  per  year  for  each  teacher  more  than  is  being- 
paid  now,  or  seven  hundred  fifty-six  dollars  per 
year  to  secure  such  teachers  for  all  the  rural  schools. 
Thus  it  rests  with  the  voters  of  the  town  to  decide  if 
the  rural  school  pupils  shall  or  shall  not  have  teachers 
with  technical  skill  equal  to  that  possessed  by  the  vil- 
lage teachers.  .An  appropriation  of  seven  hundred 
fifty  dollars  in  addition  to  the  requested  amount  will 
provide  such  teachers  for  the  entire  year. 

In  connection  with  the  rural  school  discussion 
above,  it  might  be  advisable  to  speak  of  other  things 
which  are  being  done  for  the  rural  pupils. 

The  circulating  libraries  from  the  Thompson  Free 
Library  have  been  sent  out  as  much  as  possible,  al- 
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though  because  of  the  change  in  administration  this 
has  been  somewhat  irregular.  It  seems  to  me  that  the 
best  way  to  attend  to  this  is  to  make  a  yearly  arrange- 
ment with  some  one"  person  in  each  neighborhood  to 
carry  the  books  to  and  from  the  Library  on  such  days 
as  are  appointed  by  the  librarian.  A  very  slight  re- 
muneration ought  to  be  sufficient,  as  the  people  in  the 
neighborhoods  enjoy  the  free  use  of  the  books.  From 
all  reports  I  judge  that  this  privilege  is  highly  esteemed. 

A  great  many  pupils  must  of  necessity  carry  their 
dinners  v/here  the  population  is  scattered.  Cold  din- 
ners are  not  very  attractive  and  some  teachers  are 
cooking  one  warm  dish  each  day,  the  pupils  contrib- 
uting materials  or  money  to  help  pay  for  them.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  custom  may  spread. 

While  the  course  of  study  for  the  various  schools  is 
the  same,  the  books  have  not  been  the  same  in  each 
school.  This  is  a  wasteful  condition  financially,  as  well 
as  inconvenient  for  the  pupils.  If  a  certain  school 
happens  to  have  a  large  class,  new  books  must  be 
bought.  Then  the  next  year,  if  the  class  is  small  the 
books  lie  idle  on  the  shelves,  while  if  all  the  other 
schools  were  using  the  same  kind  of  books  it  would  be 
an  easy  matter  to  transfer  them  to  schools  where  they 
were  needed.  Therefore,  as  fast  as  practicable,  we  are 
endeavoring  to  establish  a  uniform  series  of  books  to  be 
used  in  all  the  schools  both  rural  and  village. 
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DENTAL  INSPECTION. 

A  very  important  step  in  the  right  direction  has 
been  made  possible  in  our  schools  through  the  Anti- 
Tuberculosis  Association.  This  is  the  inspection  and  re- 
pair of  teeth  of  the  school  children.  All  the  children 
are  being  sent,  in  groups,  to  dentists  appointed  by  the 
school  committee,  for  examination.  If  work  is  found 
necessary,  the  dentists  sends  a  notice  to  the  parent 
telling  what  needs  to  be  done.  Some  parents  prefer  to 
pay  for  the  work  themselves.  In  such  case  they  are 
allowed  to  do  so.  Otherwise  an  appointment  is  made 
and  the  work  done,  the  bill  being  paid  by  the  Associa- 
tion. This  work  is  necessarily  slow,  so  that  it  will  take 
some  time  to  complete  it,  but  in  the  end  we  hope  that 
the  teeth  of  every  child  in  town  will  be  in  good  shape. 

In  connection  with  the  dental  question  should  be 
discussed  the  question  of  medical  inspection  in  the 
schools.  The  law  provides  for  a  school  physician  to  be 
appointed  by  each  town.  We  have  had  no  such  officer. 
Such  an  officer  is  a  real  necessity  in  every  school  sys- 
tem. There  are  always  many  cases  in  school  where 
competent  medical  examination  is  advisable,  and  at 
present  there  is  no  way  to  secure  it  except  to  send  the 
subject  to  a  doctor  and  let  him  take  chances  of  being 
paid.  The  town  should  vote  to  appoint  a  school  physi- 
cian and  then  appropriate  a  suitable  sum  to  reimburse 
him  for  his  services,  which  services  should  include  a 
systematic  examination  of  all  the  children  in  school 
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taking  part  each  year  until  all  are  examined.  The 
records  of  these  examinations  should  be  filed  away  with 
the  pupil's  other  school  records. 

MANUAL  TRAINING. 

The  manual  training  work  this  year  is  under  the 
charge  of  Mr.  C.  S.  Brownell  of  Martville,  N.  Y.  The 
instruction  had  been  extended  in  the  grades  and  is  now 
given  to  all  boys  in  the  sixth,  seventh,  eighth,  and 
ninth  grades.  In  addition  to  the  regular  shop  work,  in- 
struction in  mechanical  drawing  is  being  given  to  all 
who  choose  to  take  it  in  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades. 
This  takes  the  place  of  the  free  hand  drawing  taught  to 
the  other  pupils.  A  day  and  a  third  out  of  each  week 
is  given  to  the  Academy  for  manual  training.  This  fall 
the  boys  built  an  addition  on  the  rear  of  the  Academy 
building  to  be  used  in  the  agricultural  course.  During 
the  winter  term  shop  instruction  is  being  given  to  a 
large  number  of  Academy  pupils,  including  fourteen 
girls.  I  think  it  would  be  a  fine  thing  if  next  year  the 
work  could  in  some  way  be  extended  into  the  rural 
schools. 

MUSIC  AND  DRAWING. 

Under  Mrs.  Beatrice  H.  Macomber  the  pupils  are 
getting  a  good  training  in  the  fundamentals  of  music 
and  drawing.  Mrs.  Macomber  goes  to  the  rural  schools 
twice  a  week,  which  gives  an  hour  in  each  school  once 
in  two  weeks.    In  this  way  the  rural  pupils  are  able  to 
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get  the  same  amount  of  work  done  as  those  in  the 
villages. 

LIBRARY  INSTRUCTION. 

The  ninth  grades  of  the  two  towns  are  receiving 
one  hour  per  week  of  instruction  in  the  use  of  the 
library  from  Miss  Averill,  the  librarian  of  the  Thompson 
Free  Library.  This  is  a  very  practical  course,  as  it 
enables  the  pupils  to  know  how  to  use  the  Library  in 
future  years,  whether  they  attend  the  Academy  or  not. 
Miss  Averill  has  given  this  course  for  several  years, 
and  in  so  doing  has  conferred  a  great  benefit  on  the 
future  citizens  of  the  towns. 


There  are  several  other  things  which  should  be 
mentioned.  One  is  the  question  of  conveyance  of 
children  to  school.  This  year  it  is  costing  about  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  to  convey  the  pupils,  and  this  in  the 
face  of  the  fact  that  a  large  number  were  refused  con- 
veyance for  the  fall  term.  It  seems  to  me  that  the 
parents  should  have  some  responsibility  in  the  matter 
of  getting  children  to  school.  I  should  like  to  include  a 
clipping  from  the  Guilford  items  in  the  Observer  of  a 
recent  date. 

"Miss  Mae  Lorrey,  seven  years  of  age,  attended 
school  at  Campbell's  Corner,  a  distance  of  about  two 
miles,  14  weeks  and  was  not  absent  nor  tardy  during 
the  term/' 
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In  a  decision  of  the  courts  this  fall  it  was  decided 
that  requiring  children  to  walk  five  rods  over  one  and 
one-half  miles  to  school  was  not  an  undue  hardship. 

Now,  if  children  in  other  towns  are  able  to  walk 
such  distances,  it  seems  as  if  they  should  be  able  to  do 
equally  well  in  Dover.  I  would  request  that  parents 
endeavor  to  help  the  town  as  much  as  possible  by  let- 
ting children  walk  whenever  they  can.  When  it  is 
necessary  to  carry  the  children,  would  it  not  be  well  if 
the  parents  shared  the  expense  with  the  town,  at  least? 

This  fall  the  teachers  and  pupils  of  the  village 
school  decided  to  secure  a  Victrola  for  musical  instruc- 
tion in  the  school.  Several  entertainments  of  various 
kinds  were  held,  and  money  enough  secured.  Great 
was  the  pleasure  of  all  concerned  when  a  message  was 
received  from  Mr.  Guernsey,  telling  them  to  take  their 
money  to  buy  records,  as  he  would  pay  for  the  machine. 
Other  people  have  contributed  money  and  records,  so 
that  now  we  have  a  very  respectable  collection.  Only 
music  of  recognized  excellence  is  being  played,  in  order 
to  develop  a  taste  and  appreciation  of  good  music  in 
opposition  to  the  present  rage  for  cheap  stuff. 

During  the  summer  vacation  Principal  Hill  of  the 
Academy  and  the  superintendent  made  a  complete  in- 
ventory of  the  books  in  use  in  the  Academy.  This  is 
something  which  has  evidently  not  been  done  for  a  long 
time,  and  has  aided  and  will  continue  to  aid  in  the  sav- 
ing of  considerable  expense  to  the  towns. 
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EVENING  SCHOOL. 

A  feature  of  special  note  is  the  introduction  of  an 
evening  school  for  working  people.  This  is  being  held 
in  the  Dover  schoolhouse,  because  there  are  electric 
lights  there.  Instruction  is  being  given  in  all  the  com- 
mon school  branches.  There  is  an  enrollment  of  sixty- 
six.  This  year  the  teachers  are  giving  their  services, 
but  if  the  school  is  a  success  I  recommend  that  an 
appropriation  be  made  to  pay  them  next  year.  By  giv- 
ing instruction  in  industrial  or  commercial  branches, 
the  town  may  secure  state  aid  to  the  extent  of  two 
thirds  of  the  total  expenditure  for  instruction. 

PLAYGROUND  AT  BEAR  HILL. 

Mr.  Ladd  of  Bear  Hill,  has  given  a  piece  of  land  to 
the  town  to  be  used  as  a  playground.  The  only  condi- 
tion is  that  the  place  be  cleared  and  graded  suitably. 
This  has  been  undertaken  by  the  people  and  a  substan- 
tial start  has  been  made.  When  completed  this  park 
will  be  not  only  a  fine  place  to  play,  but  also  a  spot  of 
beauty,  as  it  is  planned  to  lay  it  out  with  paths  and 
shrubbery  to  some  extent. 

FINANCES. 

The  financial  report  shows  an  overdraft  in  the  Com- 
mon School,  Repair,  and  Appliance  accounts.  That  in 
the  Common  School  is  due  partly  to  bills  which  were 
held  over  from  last  fiscal  year  and  paid  out  of  this 
year's  appropriation,  and  partly  to  the  fact  that  a  suffi-

cient  amount  of  money  was  not  asked  for  at  last  meet- 
ing. In  fact,  the  total  expenditure  this  year  was  less 
than  that  of  last,  even  with  an  increase  for  conveyance, 
as  one  less  teacher  was  employed  in  the  village  school. 
This  year  all  outstanding  bills  have  been  paid  to  Feb. 
20,  so  far  as  is  known,  and  there  will  therefore  be  noth- 
ing to  carry  over  to  next  year.  The  increased  amount 
of  the  appropriation  is  simply  to  obviate  the  overdraft 
of  former  years. 

It  was  necessary  to  overdraw  in  the  Repair  and 
Appliance  accounts,  but  there  would  have  been  more 
than  enough  left  in  the  Book  account  to  balance  them, 
had  it  not  been  that  the  roof  of  the  village  building  un- 
expectedly began  to  leak.  The  cost  of  repairing  this 
was  seventy-five  dollars,  and  could  not  have  been  put 
off  without  serious  interior  damage  to  the  building. 

A  new  appropriation,  that  I  recommend  very  strong- 
ly is  a  slight  remuneration  for  the  members  of  the 
School  Committee.  All  the  towns  around  us  pay  their 
committee  men,  and  certainly  we  should  be  able  to  if 
they  can.  The  justice  of  this  is  very  apparent.  The 
men  who  are  suitable  to  serve  in  this  responsible  office 
are  of  necessity  men  whose  time  is  valuable,  and  they 
should  be  at  least  partly  paid  for  their  time,  if  the  town 
expects  them  to  devote  as  much  attention  to  schools  as 
they  really  ought. 

REPAIRS. 

For  special  repairs  this  year  I  recommend  the  fol- 
lowing:   Four  of  the  rooms  in  the  village  school  need 
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hardwood  floors.  Two  of  these  might  be  laid  this  year. 
Several  of  the  rural  schools  need  new  blackboards  very 
badly.  The  lighting  and  heating  of  all  the  rural  schools, 
except  East  Dover,  is  extremely  bad.  For  twenty-five 
dollars  in  each  school  we  can  close  the  windows  on  one 
side  and  put  in  an  extra  window  on  the  other  side  and 
two  on  the  back,  thus  cutting  off  the  cross  light  which 
is  so  injurious  to  eyes.  Without  a  very  large  expense, 
jackets  may  be  provided  for  the  stoves,  and  a  modern 
ventilating  system  put  in  operation.  In  several  dis- 
tricts the  conditions  are  such  that  the  outhouses  can 
never  be  anything  but  an  offense  to  decency  and  health. 
1  advise  that  the  appropriation  be  large  enough  so  that 
we  may  purchase  a  modern  chemical  toilet  arrange- 
ment for  some  of  these  districts.  The  cost  is  about 
fifty  dollars  per  seat  or  eighty  dollars  for  a  double  set. 
The  school  at  West  Dover  is  located  in  such  a  swampy 
place  that  it  is  necessary  to  go  about  on  planks  almost 
all  the.  time.  Some  time  this  building  ought  to  be 
moved  on  to  higher  land. 
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Following  is  my  estimate  of  the  amounts  needed 
for  the  various  accounts  for  the  year  of  1916-17,  ex- 
clusive of  State  aid  and  other  income:

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
hard  work  and  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the  teaching 
force.  I  also  think  that  you  as  a  school  board  deserve 
special  mention  for  the  way  in  which  you  all,  busy 
men  as  you  are,  have  devoted  your  time  to  help  out  the 
new  superintendent  and  to  improve  the  schools  gen- 
erally.

To  Frank  A.  Morris,  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Herewith,  I  present  my  annual  report  as  Principal  of 
Foxcroft  Academy.  Twenty-four  students  graduated 
from  the  academy  last  June.  Of  this  number  eleven  have 
entered  college,  and  at  least  three  others  have  announced 
their  intentions  to  do  so  later.  At  the  end  of  the  school 
year,  a  committee  consisting  of  Mr.  Francis  Peaks,  Mr. 
Lyman  Lee,  and  the  Principal,  revised  somewhat  the 
course  of  study.  The  changes  made  were  to  put  Geome- 
try in  the  Sophomore  year;  Commercial  Arithmetic  in  the 
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Freshman  year;  Bookkeeping  I  and  II,  in  the  Sophomore 
and  Junior  years.  Also,  because  so  few  students  elect 
German,  and  through  lack  of  a  teacher  for  the  class, 
Beginners'  German  was  omitted  this  year.  It  is  hoped, 
however,  to  have  a  class  in  Beginners'  German  next  year. 

The  Fall  term  opened  with  an  enrollment  of  173,  of 
which  number  80  are  from  Foxcroft,  46  from  Dover,  and 
47  from  out  of  town.  We  also  have  two  new  teachers, 
Miss  Washburn  and  Miss  Hendrickson  in  place  of  Miss 
Stanhope  and  Miss  Welsh.  Singing  was  introduced  as  an 
elective  and  about  one-half  of  the  school  are  taking  it. 
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In  the  Manual  Training  work,  the  boys,  under  the 
direction  of  their  teacher,  Mr.  Brownell,  have  built  a  small 
addition,  12x13  feet,  to  the  rear  of  the  Academy,  for  use 
in  the  agricultural  class.  In  this  connection  I  would  sug- 
gest that  next  year,  two  periods  a  day  throughout  the 
week,  be  alloted  to  the  Academy  for  manual  training  work 
instead  of  the  present  arrangement.  The  Agricultural 
Course  is  proving  a  very  popular  one.  Forty-five  boys 
are  enrolled  in  this  course.  Our  Commercial  Course  is  on 
an  efficient  basis.  The  graduates  of  the  course  are  fully 
competent  to  enter  an  office  for  stenographic  work,  book- 
keeping or  type-writing.  This  year  the  time  devoted  to 
type-writing  has  been  doubled. 

A  Domestic  Science  course,  in  connection  with  the  town 
schools,  is  much  needed.  A  competent  instructor  can  be 
obtained  for  $600,  and  the  State  would  pay  two-thirds  of 
her  salar}'.  The  necessary  equipment  for  the  first  year 
need  not  cost  over  $50. 

During  the  summer,  a  complete  record  was  made  of 
all  the  books  owned  by  the  two  towns,  and  a  system  for 
keeping  track  of  the  books  loaned  and  returned,  has  been 
inaugrated.  The  school  year  has  been  divided  into 
semesters,  and  the  final  ranks  are  given  twice  yearly.  But 
monthly  tests  are   given  and  the  rank  cards  are  sent

monthly  to  the  parents  to  be  signed.  Also  a  record  book 
has  been  purchased  in  which  is  recorded  exactly  what 
ground  has  been  covered  by  each  class,  each  semester. 

Taking  it  as  a  whole,  the  school  is  doing  excellent 
work.  The  scholars  are  working  faithfully  and  those  who 
go  away  to  other  schools  show  that  they  have  been  well 
trained.
